A 19th century swindle 



This story appeared in the New York Times 
on Sept. 21, 1884. 

William Dickerman, publisher of Dickerman’s 
United States Treasury Counterfeit Detector, is 
quoted. 

"Let me show you a coin which was the 
medium of one of the meanest swindles I ever 
heard of. " Mr. Dickerman took from his 
pocket a yellow coin about the size and weight 
of a silver half dollar. The design was the same. 
Upon each side of the coin, however, was 
printed, the words "Spiel Mark." "That coin," 
said Mr. Dickerman, "is made of lead 
principally. It is used in Germany in some kind 
of game, just as poker chips are used here. 
There are four sizes, corresponding to our five, 
ten twenty-five and fifty cent silver pieces. A 
gang of swindlers bought a lot of pieces of all 
sizes, coated them with a thin plating of gold 
and worked them off on immigrants coming to 
this country. We first learned of this swindle 
three years ago, but for all I know the scheme 
may still be in operation. There is money 
enough to be made from it to make it pay." 

In 1895, Dickerman pleaded guilty to 
possessing counterfeit money, himself.
